2. Despite the proven essentiality of this means of opera- 
tic®* we have experienced considerable difficulty in developing, 
both internally and externally a reciprocal understanding of tire 
responsibilitiesof the government, both to and for the activities 
of its chosen instruments and an appreciation of the inherent pre- 
rogatives and responsibilities of such chosen instruments. 

3* Attached hereto is an analysis of our respective respon- 
sibilities together with suggested basic policies designed to 
produce sound working relationships. 

I wish you wou ld discuss these policies with the Officers and 
Directors advise whether they appear satisfactory* If 

a satisfactory agreeroent^us reached, it is suggested that appropri- 
ate representatives of and the 0 averment confer to develop the 
.xxre technical details of budget submission* reporting and continu- 
ing liaison on Ijgratlonal and administrative policy matters.
